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Search is on for 
child molestor.

A former CSUS student profiled on KCRA 
Channel 3’s “California’s Most Wanted” is 
believed to have molested three boys at CSUS 
in March and April 1995 and is still at large 
after skipping bail over one year ago. 

Mark Anthony Smith (A.K.A. Kilarski) 
posted bail after his arrest on April 22, 1995, but 
failed to appear in court. A warrant was then 
issued by the Sacramento County Superior 
Court on May 4, 1995. With the help of the 
F.B.L., a federal warrant for unlawful flight was 
issued on Feb. 9. 

According to campus police reports, Smith 
approached his victims, all under the age of 14, 
in the hallway of the Education Building where 
they were attending special courses. Smith 
would then show them “some sort of ‘security 
agent’ identification and begin interrogating 
them about some imagined crime.” 

He then asked them their names, the 
schools. they attended and their home phone 
numbers, which he would write down on a 
mock “Undercover Security Form” printed . 
on CSUS letterhead. 

In the first reported incident, Smith or- 
dered the victim into an empty classroom, 
undressed the victim, then fondled his geni- 
tals. The victim returned to class but was 
molested a'second time.after class was let out 
a half-hour later. On the same day,-a second 
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Mark Smith 


victim was molested in an unused room, 
but reportedly only once. 

The third victim stated that Smith con- 
fronted him about a theft, patted him down, 
and looked into his pants. This victim, how- 
ever, refused to go into a nearby room. Smith 
stayed in the area until he was pointed out by 
the victim and arrested about one hour after 
the incident. A search of Smith’s car revealed 
a stash of photos of pre-teen males. 

Thecampus policearecontinuing tosearch 
for Smith and welcome any information that 
anyone may have. He is 32-years-old, 6’1”, 
170 pounds and has brown hair. If you have

Play of poetic interpretation

A dark, lonely, violent Earth where 
plagues have ravaged the populace, 
coffee is extinct, the moon has disap- 
peared, and living for the living’s 
mere survival: It’s just a hint of the 
world inhabited by Marisol, her 
guardian angel and an odd collection 
of other characters in the play, 
Marisol, opening May 2 in the 
Playwright’s Theater. 

Marisol is directed by Prof. 
Manuel Pickett and produced in con- 
junction with El Teatro Espejo, an 
on-campus theater group started and 
also directed by Pickett. The play 
will be Pickett’s 16th at CSUS. Also 
his Alma Mater, he earned his BA. 
here before beginning teaching in 
the Theater Art department in 1980. 

The play is written by Jose Rivera, 
whose previous plays have offered 
realistic portrayals of Chicano lives, 
but Marisol is written in the mode of 
magic-realism. Though its charac- 
ters have been cast by mostly His- 
panic actors in this and previous pro- 
ductions and the language lends it- 
self toa Latino vernacular, the show’s 
themes and message are universal, 
albeit embedded in a heavily sym- 
bolic theatrical style where nothing 
is quite as it seems and the actors 
sometimes speak in cryptic sentences 
and metaphors. 

Pickett refers to the style as a 
poetic interpretation of character. 





“We take something like love. The 
only way to say (what it means) is 
poetically, to touch on the spiritual- 
ity of love.” Likewise with the mes- 
sages of Marisol, the poetic, sym- 
bolic style of magic-realism lends 
itself to portraying the themes cen- 
tral to the play. 

At its core Marisol seems to be 
about revolution, or at least an awak- 
ening to a need for it. Secondary to 
the on-stage action of the play there 
is a battle being waged between a 
senile God and His angels who are 
conspiring to assassinate Him. This 
provides a sort of background to the 


‘central action which deals with 


Marisol’s struggles for survival and 
self-discovery in a dying world whose 
inhabitants are only too willing to 
forcefully take and kill. Like the 
play’s brutal caricature of God and 
the angels, most of its characters are 
representative of segments of soci- 
ety. 

Pickett’s concern is that people 
don’t take the play’s images at face 
value, but look beyond the surface to 
see the deeper meanings of its sym- 
bolic imagery. It’s been a difficult 
play for me to do so that people don’t 
take it literally. A lot of the images 
being created are asking the audi- 
ence as part of society to participate 
in change. A good example of (the 
use of) magic-realism is when the 
angels fight against God. If it was 
taken literally it would. be sacrile- 
gious. It is the concept of revolution. 


There are (political) leaders who take 
on the role of God, make decisions as 
if they were God. 

Decisions harmful to the nations 
of people under their power. 

Class struggle is another theme 
central to the play. One of the charac- 
ters known only as Woman in Furs is 
representative ofan elitist class of 
people quick to turn their wrath on 
the lower classes to maintain their 
economic dominance. 

Marisol may be looked at as a bit 
of a departure for Pickett. The thrust 
of his work with El Teatro Espejo has 
been to realize theater from the Chi- 
cano, or Hispanic—Pickett prefers 
the politically significant name ‘Chi- 
cano’ point of view, while creating 
an impetus for social change and 
encouraging young people from the 
Chicanocommunity to involve them- 
selves in the performing arts. 

As a Chicano, Pickett is acutely 
aware of what he sees as a lack of 
voices representing his ethnic com- 
munity in theater. I think American 
theater has isolated (other ethnicities), 
it does not necessarily reflect the 
reality of my community. 

For Hispanic audience members 


Pickett’s desire is to see the plays he 


brings to the stage reflect the reality 
of their lives, a Chicano reality, as he 
puts it. They see a theater (like El 
Teatro Espejo) that reflects their cul- 
ture, their reality, and it also deals 
with the political issues they deal 
with. Theater is there not just to re-

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flect society but to teach, not just to _ 


present the issues but offer solutions 
to those problems. It’s opened up a 
whole new field for Chicanos. More 
people (Chicanos) are being trained 
artistically, getting involved in the- 
ater. 

When someone is not Chicano 
and goes and watches a Chicano pro- 
duction they walk away with a sense 
of understanding. They are being edu- 
cated about our culture, they are see- 
ing the Chicano community from our 
perspective. Usually people who go 
and see these performances leave 
with a sense of fulfillment. Even the 
actor —Pickett will readily cast non- 
Hispanic actors in his productions - 
who are not Chicano become more 
politicized. They realize the impor- 
tance of a theater that reflects a com- 
munity. They become part of the 
process experience its effects.

This dark and unnerving soundtrack for the new motion picture, The Craft, 
includes tracks from artists including Letters To Cleo, Love Spit Love, Tripping 
Daisy, and Jewel. 

But the album is not unnerving in the spooky sense. It’s unnerving in the sense 
that too many of the bands seem to live by the code, “Why create your own music 
when you can welch off another artist?” 

This is the case with the first track, an Our Lady Peace remake of the Beatles’ 
“Tomorrow Never Knows.” Why haven’t people accepted the fact that success- 
fully remaking a Beatles’ song is damned near impossible? How could Raine 
Maida, the band’s lead singer, have even hoped to fill John Lennon’s pointy-toed 
boots? 

There are otherremakes on the album, among them the Love Spit Love version 
of the Smith’s classic, “How Soon is Now.” Again, this new version can’t hold 
acandle to the original. Lead Singer Richard Butler, once the lead singer for the 
Psychodelic Furs, doesn’t provide strong enough vocals to hold the song together; 
his voice dulls the impact of the song. 

The only remake to hold its own was the Léters To Cleo version of 
“Dangerous Type.” The song’s sweetly seductive mood is catchy, if not down- 
right infectious. 

’ Sadly, the big name artists on tine aituin (Spacehog, Elastica, and Juliana 
Hatfield) didn’t contribute anything spectacular. The songs were drab, dull, and 
about as memorable as the sack lunches you ate in kindergarten. 

The real highlights to the album were the contributions of Tripping Daisy, 
Jewel, and Graeme Revell. Jewel’s exotic vocals takes the listener into the 
unknown. Graeme Revell’s hypnotic rhythm keeps you in the mood for magic, 
and ‘fripping Daisy’s manic sounds se. the mood for the zcnith of the witching 
hour. 


Final verdict: if the movie is anything like the album, save your money until 
The Craft is playing at discount theaters. -Melissa Jones 


Geto Boys - The Resurection

Clothes from “Ghetto Prisoner Clothing” with sizes, prices, and a phone 


number to order. It also runs a disclaimer which reads “‘we here at Ghetto 
Prison make it clear on all our garments we are against drugs and gangs, stop 
the violence.” 

The lyrics are poignant, strong, and true. The backbeats are steady and 
crunching. This album will blast Tupac, Eazy, and any of those others 
straight onto their backside.

“Songs in the Key of X” is nota 
particularly strong album, although 
there are a few great tracks on it,

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Baseball coach to reach milestone today 


Skipper J ohn Smith to reach the 1000- game plateau at the Hornet helm Age Northridge

Back in 1979, John R. Smith entered the 
Hornet family as the interim baseball coach. 
After 18 short years, “Smitty” will coach 
his 1,000th game Friday giving him: the 


' longest tenure of any coach to wear the 


green and gold. 

“It just sort of happened,” Smith said. “I 
wasn’ treally aware of it until Jeff [Minahan, 
Sports Information Director] told me about 
it this year.” 

Reflecting on his early years with the 
Hornets, Smith said he realized something 
special about the campus and the ballplayers 
coming into his program. 

“When I first came in we were rebuild- 
ing, but I’ve been able to associate myself 
with so many great young men,” Smith 
said. “It’s not only the young men who 
have been drafted, but the guys who have 
gone on in the professional world.” 

One such player who went on in the 
professional world is Keith Ballard, first 
baseman for the 1980-81 seasons. Ballard 
owns Sundance Sandwich on Sunrise Bou- 
levard. Ballard, who still talks to Smith 
regularly, remembered his years fondly. 

“It was a family deal with Smitty; not 
only was he my coach, but he became a life- 
long friend,” Ballard said. “We talk con- 
stantly. The times I had under Smith were 
great. He stood behind all his players.” 

Former second baseman Steve Eakes is an- 
other player Smith has influenced. Eakes is now 


- coaching at Sierra Community College. 


“Smitty’s a unique coach. He kept the 
professional level with his players on the 
field, but he was also a great friend,” Eakes 
said. “He taught me a lot about the business 
savvy needed to coach at this level.” 


Smith did not want to rank any team 
ahead of any other, but said a few have 
stood out. In 1981, the Hornets (32-18) had 
their first good season under Smith’s tute- 
lage. That team finished second in the Far 
West Conference tournament. The team also 
had five players drafted. Overall, Smith has 
had more than SO players drafted. — 

In 1985, Smith broke the 40-win mark for 
a season as the team finished 41-26 and 
finished second in the NCAA Division II 
Regionals. In 1986, the team broke the 40- 
win barrier again and this time won their 
region. 

The last great Division II two team came 
in 1988, when the Hornets set a school- 
record with 43 wins and finished second in 
the NCAA Division II National Champion- 
ship in Alabama. 

Twice Smith has earned the American 
Baseball Coaches Association/NCAA West- 
ern Regional Coach of the Year awards for 
1986 and 1988 seasons. 

“All my teams have been special to me,” 
said Smith. “Even this year’s squad has 
been memorable.” 

It is ironic that Smith’s first year as head 
coach and this season’s team are Smith’s 
two worst campaigns. 

“We must do rebuilding to get the pro- 
gram back on track, but I still think we’re 
not that far away from having another good 
squad.” 

Smith believes that injuries and the close 
games that slipped by early in the season set 
the tone of this season. “Without key inju- 
ries and losing 11 games by arun, we could 
have made a run at the WAC West again,” 
he said.

Baseball gets

Sacramento State was blown off the 
field Tuesday night as the’ Wolf Pack 
opened the game with a 13-run barrage

Park in Reno. 

Hornet starter Kris Reed (1-6) faced 
seven batters withoutretiring any. After 
five hits and two walks, head coach 
John Smith seemed to have had enough. 
Reed eventually gave up seven earned 
runs as Brad Gunter came on in relief. 
In the first inning the Wolf Pack scored 
their 13 runs on 11 hits while sending 
17 batters to the plate. 

The University of Nevada whacked 
away at Gunter as well, scoring 10 
earned runs on eight hits in Gunter’s 
inning and a third of work. 

Before the dust settled on the field, 
the Wolf Pack lead 19-0 after three 
innings. Nevada pitcher Brian Dudley 
cruised in his victory, pitching the mini- 
mum five innings in what turned out to 
be a laugher for Wolf Pack fans. 

Wolf Pack second baseman Justin 
Martin led the way for his teammates 
going 4-for-6 with four runs scored. 
First baseman Glen Carson went 3-for- 
3 with a homer and 5 RBI, scoring five 
runs scored in the process. 

Third baseman Andy Dominique 
also hit superbly for the home fans, 
knocking home six runners witha home 
run and a double. 

After the Wolf Pack finished scor- 
ing, the Hornets mounted a rally that 
was equivalent to spitting in the ocean 
as CSUS scored two runs to cut the 
deficit to 19-2 in the fourth inning. 
Right fielder Harvey Hargrove came 
through with a two-out two-run single 
to put the Hornets on the board. 

The Hornets travel to Northridge 
Friday to wrap up its Western Athletic 
Conference season. Sac State has an- 
other opportunity to play the spoiler 
role as the Matadors hold a one-game 
lead over Fresno State.

“Sometimes I feel like I have 
coached all 1,000 this year,” 
Smith said. “But with the nucleus 
we have coming back I don’t ex- 
pect this season to become a 
trend.” } 

Making the jump to Division I 
in 1991 is not the cause of the 
downfall over the last few sea- 
sons, but Smith said, “It was time 
for the whole campus to make the 
‘leap. We needed to accept the 
challenge and expand our hori- 
zons.” 

After looking back positively 
on his tenure, Smith could re- 


“T miss Vince a lot,” whispered 
Smith, who helped establish the 
Vince Beall Award, which is 
given annually to the student-ath- 
lete who is deemed most inspira- 
tional. 

The award was given for the 
first time last year to Gary Davis 
of the men’s soccer team. 

Besides the award, Beall will 
be remembered by all baseball 
players entering CSUS since 
Smith had Beall’s jersey No. 23 
retired in June of 1994.

member only one day which he 
considered to be his blackest. On 
May 14, 1994 in San Diego, left 
fielder Vince Beall died in his sleep. 

“It was the most tragic event in 
my career. Not only did we lose a 


great player and a great team-- 


mate, but we lost a great person,” 
Smith said. “Hardly a day goes by 
without thinking of Vince.” 

Beall suffered from juvenile 
papillomas, a rare disease in 
which tumors obstructed the flow 
of air into the lungs. After more 
than 200 operations to remove the 
polyps from his throat, the cancer 
crept into his lungs and quickly 
spread about his lungs and into 
his liver.

With that one huge black day 
hanging over Smith, he still goes 
about his business trying to build 
the best club he can. 

“T wouldn’t change anything over 
the last 18 years. I’m grateful to the 
university for giving me a chance,” 
he said. “I’m looking forward to the 
future and the new challenge of the 
Big West next year.” 

“Smitty’s a scrapper and a great 
recruiter. I believe he will get the 
program back on track,” said 
Minahan. 

“It has been a wonderful time 
here, the university will have to run 
me off the field.

The keys to happy camping

series of camping tips) 


’ If you are like most Americans, 
you will be camping this summer. 
Camping is one of the top three out- 
door activities, after walking and bi- 
cycling. But many campers will have 
miserable experiences because they 
did not prepare properly. Worse still, 
some campers will face life and death 
situations that could have been pre- 
vented. So before you pull out that 
moldy cotton canvas tent you have 
tucked away in the garage—not to 
mention that ragged cotton sleeping 
bag and tattered backpack your father 
passed on to you—read on. 

What makes for an enjoyable 
camping experience? Anytime you 
take on Mother Nature you have gotto 
considerclothingandequipment. And 
since we are talking about wilderness 
camping, not your garden variety load 
up the mini van and head for the 
nearest state park, youcannotafford to 
take anything for granted. 

CLOTHES 

“Cotton kills,” says Kathy 
Robertson, director of Peak Adven- 
tures. “That’s because when wet it 
pulls the heat out of your body, even- 
tually causing hypothermia.” 

Cotton may be ano-no on winter 
trips, but that is not to say you 
should not have anything cotton 
with you on a camping trip, but if 
there is any hint of wet weather, 
better ditch the cotton knickers. 
Cotton is fine for summer trips, it 

"helps your body breathe, just make 
sure you have something wool or 
synthetic to slip into if the weather 
changes or if you get drenched. 
Wool, for instance, still has a 65 
percent insulation value even-when 
wet. Synthetics are good because

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they dry quickly, whisking wetness 
away from your skin. 

“We teach our trip participants to 
dress in layers,” says Jael Barnoske of 
Peak Adventures. “That way, they’ll 
be able to adjust to most situations.” 

Your first layer should be silk or a 
synthetic like polypropelene or capilene. 
Synthetic underwear can be purchased in

mostoutdoorstoresandis priced between 
$20 to $60, depending on the degree of 
thickness youseek. There are three differ-. 
ent weights: light weight, mid-weight 
and expedition weight. If you donot have 
an outdoor store near you, check with a 
local army/navy surplus store. They usu- 
ally stock synthetic underwear at reason- 
able prices. Barring that, you can always 
pick up a magazine such as Outside, 
Backpacker, or Escape, which contain 
lots of advertisements for outdoor cloth- 
ing fromcompanies like Patagonia, Eddie 
Bauer and L.L. Bean. 

Your second layer should be wool or 
a polyester fleece. Their prices range 
from $20 to $80, but if you’re short on 
money youcan givea quick visitto alocal 
thrift shop and buy a pair of polyester 
pants for a few greenbacks. So what if 
they are not the best looking camper— 


you are warm and that is what counts. 
A button-down wool or fleece shirt is 
a must for any outdoor wardrobe. If you 
start getting warm while hiking the trails, 
just unbutton it and roll up the sleeves. 
Pricesrange from $25 to $50 at your local 
outdoorretailer. A gain, ifyoucan’tafford 
to shell out the bucks, visit a thrift shop. 
You will have to give your third layer

some more consideration. Gortex is the 
preferred outerwear, butitiscostly.Gortex 
lets your body breathe without letting the 
rain in. But fear not, there are many 
synthetic fabrics on the market that do a 
pretty good job, butcost only a fraction of 
Gortex. If your determined to get the best, 
Gortex runs $200 to $300, so the best time 
to shop for it is when it is on sale at a 
factory outlet store. Pile jackets and 
pants work great, too, and they are 
more affordable. Pile is bulky and itcan 
make you hot when you are moving at a 
brisk pace, but for comfort, price and 
durability, it cannot be beat. 

TENTS 

“Tents come in one, three and four 
season types,” Robertson says. “Avoid 
the one season tents.” ee 

Most campers are fine with a three- 
season tent. Four-season tents are for 
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expeditions, which might require surviv- 
ing some harsh conditions like a storm on 
Mt. Denali: 

When shopping for a tent, consider 
how many people you are trying to ap- 
pease. Since weight is a consideration, 
most manufacturers make tents to hold 
only one to three people. A tent’s weight 
isnormally between three toeightpounds, 
whichcan feel like a brick house if youare 
lugging it around for five or six hours on 
a trail. 

Tent manufacturers, have come up 
with some nifty designs. One of the most 
useful things a tent can have is a vestibule 
where you can store muddy boots or you 
can cook when conditions outside are 
getting nasty. 

Tents are an expensive investment. If 
your serious about wilderness camping, 
you will want to invest ina good one. The 
best will run youa big chunk of change— 
over $200, but a lot depends on the size 
you choose. If you don’t want to spend 
money onatent, youcan always rentone. 
Most universities have_adventure pro- 
grams that rent tents, along with other 
gear. Also, universities tend to be more 
affordable than sports store rentals. 

Tents have come a long way in the 
last 20 years. Now tents are made of 
Gortex orsome other rain-resistant fab- 
ric. Tent poles are made of space-age 
aluminum andare better than steel poles. 

There are a number of things to con- 
sider when shopping for a quality tent. 
For one thing, you will want a tent witha 
low profile so the wind does not thrash it. 
You will also want a rain fly. Make sure 
the rain fly goes all the way to the ground. 
That way, if you’re in a wind and rain 
storm, you won’t be exposed to the ele- 
ments and suffer seam leakage problems. 
And make sure it meets fire retardant 
standards. There should be a label on the 
tent that states federal guidelines. 

You will want to put sealant on the ; 
seams for extra protection. Most outdoor ; 
stores stock a sealant wax you can apply ; 
yourself.
